This month's column is inspired by some news in the A.R.N.S. Bul- 
letin. Mayor Green, while he was in office, may have slowed down 


the appearance of CATV on the screens in Philadelphia. We,-as 
concerned amateur radio operators, should use this time to get our 
oar into the already muddied waters. In another town ovt west 
Somewhere, after many months of watchdog efforts by some local 
amateur radio groups, the new cable TV system began service ---- 
without use of frequencies that could cause harmful interference 

Oo amateur, aviation and maritime radio services. This event was 
noteworthy for several reasons. First, it was a voluntary agree- 
ment, reached before interference actually occurred and became the 
"status quo." Thus, there was no problem with disrupting existing 
cable service. Second, amateurs established contact with the city 
council and the cable company early in the cycle of franchise ap=- <-" 
proval, and obtained provisions in the franchise that the cable 
company would vacate any frequencies where they caused interference. 
They are also part of the committee with the city administrators and 
the cable company which oversees the overation. Finally, these things 
happened only because the amateur groups got involved and made them 
happen. The legal wheels may be slow and often frustrating(a year 
and a haif, in this case), but things only get worse if nothing is 
done until the problem has already begun..... It is like the old TV 
problem, and perhaps the old concept of the TVI committee will need 
to be renewed. 


And we have this from the ARRL LETTER - 


If you have a General Class or higher class license and are inter- 
ested in HQ employment as a W1AW orerator, contact John Lindholm, 
W1XX, Communications Manager, a-mn-d the ARRL HO Technical De- 
partment has need for someone with 3 broad Amatevr Radio and digital 
electronics background. Contact Pavl Rinaldo, W4RI, Technical De- 
partment Manager ,at ARRL Ha. | 
More from the LETTER - Sonic Cable TV, overator of a system ser- 
ving Grover City, Arroyo Grande, and Pismo Beach Cal. must pay a 
fine of $6000 imposed on it earlier last year. The fine was a resvlt 
of Sonic not maintaining signal leakage within the pvroscribed stan- 
dard and for not correcting its interference to Amateur Radio commvu- 
nications. 

Still from the LETTER = - Private Radio Bureau Chief Robert 
Foosaner said, "Istrongly recommend that we maintain the code re- 
wuirement, we endorse the Service as it is, and we bury the concept 
of 'no code.'" Chairman Mark Fowler made thse concluding remarks, 
"see. I think this is the right decision; we can put it to rest once 
and for all and I agree with the item... Radio amateurs have con- 
tributed vitally to our country just recently; they were stalwart 
in their services in performing communications with Grenada... 
The Code sometimes is very important, indeed even critical for get- 
ting the messages through..." 

And yet some more - - The FCC has informed the ARRL that a permanent 
third party traffic agreement is now in effect between the United 
States and Grenada, J3.
